DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Julianne Moore, the actress, held court in the 
last car of a special subway train we sent out 
the day after she won the Academy Award for 
Best Actress. Everyone wanted to congratulate 
her. The special train with her in the back left 
Water Mill at 1 p.m. and made two complete 
circuits of the system, stopping at every station, 
so people could get on, talk to her, then get off 
at the stop where they got on to continue about 
their day. 


FLAGMAN MISSING 

As most people know, the Hampton Subway 
is the only subway system in the country that 
still uses flagmen in the tunnels to tell the 
trains when to stop and go. It’s red flag for stop 
and green for go. The flagmen, at this point, 
are backup for the automated electronic red 
and green light system, but they’re historic

key after Ken’s disappearance and we 
haven’t been able to find it for Peter yet. 
If you have it, or know who has it, 
please let one of the subway personnel 
people know. 


TURNSTILES JAMMED IN HAMPTON BAYS 

Three of the five turnstiles in Hampton Bays 
were jammed for the day on Wednesday when 
somebody pushed old subway tokens into the 
slot where you swipe the subway card. Tokens 
haven’t been used since 1987.

ALL LAWS ON HOLD 

Local authorities admitted in a press briefing on 
Thursday that they are uncertain as to how to 
proceed after recent statements inadvertently 
called the very foundations of our legal system 
into question. They announced that, until they 
receive guidance from state officials, all laws 
are currently suspended. Believe it or not, it 
all started with snow removal. It seems that 
in one local jurisdiction, authorities went on 
record saying that if their jurisdiction fined 
one property owner for failing to obey the law 
requiring him or her to clear his or her sidewalk 
of snow, then they would have to fine every 
property owner who had also failed to obey 
the same law. This official explanation for an 
inability to enforce a particular law seems to 
have had unexpected consequences. Indeed, 
after this new legal doctrine was articulated, it 
didn’t take long before lawbreakers of all kinds 


began to see the implications for themselves: 


namely, that they shouldn’t be forced to accept 
punishments for their crimes if the police or 
courts were unable to prove that anyone else 
who had committed the same crime had been 
caught and punished in the same way. On 


Wednesday, the courts were obliged to dismiss 
every case before them, including proceedings 
against drunk drivers and drug dealers, and all 
convicts were released from local jails. 


SLEDDING REGULATIONS DEMANDED 

Parents crowded a village meeting recently to 
demand new sledding regulations for local hills. 
Local mother Margaret Chowner described 
sleds “traveling at high rates of speed, going 
downhill with no brakes, and not a single ticket 
issued.” Darius Flantelle decried the “complete 
and utter lack of signage indicating where 
sledders should stop” before encountering 
roadways. Many parents expressed the belief 
that the worst infractions on the hills were 
perpetrated by so-called “city sledders,” visiting 
children from the city who bring “expensive, 
high-powered sleds” to our hills and show a 
“complete disregard for safety and etiquette.” 
Officials vowed to look into the problem. 


EVACUATION CONSIDERED 

As temperatures dropped to the single digits, 
officials across the region began considering 
a partial evacuation. “This evacuation would 
apply only to us,” they explained. “Ordinary 
citizens will remain in place to serve critical 
functions, like making sure our pipes don’t 
freeze. Meanwhile, we officials will remain in 
some warm place, like St. Thomas or Barbados, 
until such time as we deem it desirable to 
return.” Officials are exploring cuts to snow 
removal budgets to help fund this plan. gi 
Read more Hamptons Police Blotter at 
DansPapers.com.

Dan's Papers Takes a Strong Position Opposing Helicopters in Springs 


BY DAN RATTINER 


E*“ Hampton Town is up to HERE with 
noisy helicopters landing at East Hampton 
Airport, and now the town has a proposal on 
the table to limit them. Beginning in May, if the 
Town Board passes this, no helicopters will 
be permitted to land at the airport from noon 
Thursday to noon Monday during the summer 
season. The rest of the time they will only be 
allowed to land at the airport between 7 a.m. 
and 11 p.m. Further, if they are found to be 
especially NOISY (to be defined), they will only 
be allowed one departure and one landing a 
week and only between 9 a.m. and 8 p.m. 

The town is moving right along toward making 
this a law. There will be a public hearing on 
March 5 at East Hampton Town Hall, and by 
Memorial Day the Town Board will hold a 
final vote. 

Supervisor Larry Cantwell told me _ that 
this bundle of new ordinances has become 
necessary because voluntary attempts to 


reduce noise from helicopters have not worked.. 


Last summer an average of 150 takeoffs and 
landings took place every day. There were days, 
on weekends, when 300 came and went. It is 


intolerable to ask the people living in homes 
near the airport to put up with what amounts 
to—if you do the math—about one takeoff and 
landing every five minutes from dawn to dusk 
on regular days and one every two and a half 
minutes on weekends. It’s impossible. 

I will also say that Supervisor Cantwell is the 
perfect person to lead the charge against this 
wall of noise every day. There will be lawsuits. 
The people with the choppers are sure to not 
be still. But Supervisor Cantwell was, for nearly 
a quarter-century, the Village Administrator for 
East Hampton Village. He knows about lawsuits 
from fancy lawyers. And he knows the score. 

But the other day, Mr. Cantwell told me 
something that really shocked me. The new 
regulations will only apply to the East Hampton 
Airport, which is owned by the town. They will 
not apply to the Montauk Airport, which is fine 
with me. But then there is another place where 
helicopters can land in East Hampton—up in 
Springs, near the old dump, which is now called 
the East Hampton Waste Recycling Center. This 
heliport is designated on FAA maps as 4NY5. At 
the present time, it is for private use only and 
we locals have never seen helicopters coming 
or going. Yet. (Cont'd on next page)

It is just 1.2 miles from 
my house to that heliport as the crow flies. 
And that is what shocked me. Not for me, I’m 
just one fellow who is editor-in-chief of this 
newspaper. But I care a lot about everybody 
in this community and | think there are a 
whole lot of reasons, none that has anything 
to do with me, that make this unsuitable for 
the thundering herd of choppers that might 
be coming this way. So I am not just speaking 
for myself. It is just a very bad idea, landing 
helicopters in Springs. 

For one thing, there is the route that the 
helicopters will have to follow to land here. The 
FAA designates these routes, trying to keep 
the helicopters as much as possible away from 
populated areas by having them fly over woods 
and water. Considering this, there are only two 
routes that make sense. One, coming north from 
the ocean, would take the helicopter over Jerry 
Seinfeld’s house and the baseball diamond he 
has built on his lawn, and we can’t have that. 
The other, coming south from Gardiner’s Bay, 
would have the choppers thunder straight 
down Three Mile Harbor—I live right on the 
south shore—right over my house to be sure, 
but more important, right over the peaceful 
tranquility of the harbor itself, with all its 
ducks and geese and swans and eels that, 
without the slightest doubt, would be scared 
silly from all that noise. This is very ecologically 
unsound, and many studies show that to 
be the case. 

Then there are the rules for the harbor itself. 
In the harbor, boats must not exceed five miles 


an hour, and so this means that if a chopper 
got in trouble heading down the harbor and 
had to set down in the water, it would take a 
very long time for help to arrive. Personally | 
would find it very upsetting to have to watch 
a stricken helicopter slowly sinking into the 
harbor with all those brave and well-to-do folks 
on board crying help, help, help and nobody 
helping them. 

Then there is the dump. The dump is right 
across the street from this private helicopter 
pad and is a town treasure with many important 
artifacts buried underground taken from the 
homes of such folks as Steven Spielberg, Jerry 


Seinfeld, Martha Stewart and a host of other — 


rich and famous folks whose possessions could 
go for a pretty penny if dug up, you may be 
sure. And my stuff is dumped in there too. 

Another reason not to have the helicopters 
come right over my...er...the community of 
Springs...is that it would disturb those playing 
golf at the East Hampton Golf Club. There they 
would be, lining up a putt or hitting out of asand 
trap and suddenly, just-like-that, bracka, bracka, 
bracka etc., etc., etc. This is a private course 
where strict golf etiquette is observed, such as 
standing still and not speaking when others hit, 
and I can tell you that if any helicopter routes 
permitted a chopper to come in over my...over 
that golf course, it would destroy any hope that 
these club members might have of ever hosting 
the U.S. Open there. 

Other important landmarks here in Springs, 
other than my...include the former home 
of the famous painter Jackson Pollock, who 


made his great and famous drip paintings 
right out on the back lawn of his home 
and who, if he were alive today, would be 
horrified to find out that nobody could paint 
outdoors and make great work such as that 
there anymore. 

Also, 2 miles away from the dump— 
my house is 1.2 miles away, as I said—is 
Ashawagh Hall, the historic former-but-very- 
charming Springs Schoolhouse at which 
today there are often art-show openings or 
concerts or parties, all of which would be 
disturbed if a chopper came chattering over 
my house. 

And then, across the street is Pussy’s Pond, 
and I don’t have to tell you how important 
that is. 

In sum, I think that it is my duty as editor-in- 
chief, after engaging in considerable thought 
and weighing on the one hand this and the 
other hand that, to take a stand on this topic. 

Dan’s Papers, speaking for the citizenry, is 
fully opposed to helicopters coming in and 
landing anywhere near, uh, the community 
of Springs. Maybe offshore out in the ocean 


-we could set up a platform like an oil-drilling 


platform that has a wooden walkway to take the 
people with the helicopters across the surf and 
to the waiting taxicabs and other employees 
who might take them to where they have to go. 

We'd be in favor of that. 

Or maybe down along Cranberry Hole Road 
in Amagansett, where the owners of The East 
Hampton Star live. That would be okay. 

But not here. G&L

FF” many. years now, ever since my kids 
played football for the East Hampton High 
School team, |] have enjoyed going out in the 
autumn to watch the kids play. There was 
something wonderful about sitting up in the 
stands as our kids tried to beat the kids from 
the other schools. It reminded me of when I was 
in high school. The cheerleaders would lead us 
in chanting how we could hit them, stomp them, 
pummel! them and bend them to our will. (One 
shudders to even write these words today). 
There’d be occasional injuries of course, but 
coach would have them walk it off. The kids 
would tackle, pass, run, dive, scramble, kick. 

In the stands we’d drink a cold beer as we 
watched on warm September Saturdays, or 
we'd drink hot chocolate and bundle under 
blankets on cold November days. Afterward, 
the teams would trot off the field all sweaty and 
covered with mud and dirt stains and we’d go 
over to the locker room and wait for our kids 
to get lectured by the coach, change, shower 
and come out so we could offer congratulations 
if they won, or solace and maybe next time, if 
they lost. 

I don’t mean to get all goopy about the 
good old days, but this past fall, there was no 
football at East Hampton High School because 


the parents of the kids were too scared to let 
their kids try out, is what I was told. So there 
were too few to make a team. If I’m wrong 


about the reason, well, it was sure to happen . 


soon anyway. The school administrators are 
more and more changing things to protect, or 
overprotect in my opinion, kids so they are ill 
prepared to enter adulthood ready to face a 
world full of challenges that sometimes result 
in failures. And | am not only talking about 
physical challenges, but also mental challenges. 

Here is a litany of recent changes that have 
come about in this direction in our community, 
or might come about very soon. Sometimes 
things get in the news because they are 
proposed, but then do not take place. It is hard 
to keep track of all of them. But in any case, 
they amount to an unmistakable trend. 

Southampton High School no longer has a 
valedictorian. There is no very best student 
in the graduating class who will address the 
graduates at commencement.

Bad 
things can happen in limos. Instead they could 
be taken to the prom in their prom dresses 
and tuxedoes in well-lit school buses. And late 
at night, when the prom is over, the buses

can take them back to the school, where the 
parents pick them up and make sure they are 
all right.

Getting a D might be too 
much for a child to have to bear, to say nothing 
of an F. One such proposal was on the South 
Fork, if | remember this correctly. 

And there are reports from out of the area.

Or they could be unpleasantly 
surprised. Who needs to be frightened like 
that? I would think that next we’d be banning 
kids rolling sideways down a low grassy hill to 
a flat area. It can make you dizzy doing that, and 
being dizzy can result in all sorts of problems, 
both medical and otherwise.

House Explodes 


The Fastest Teardown

Id homes in the Hamptons are being torn 

down as fast as possible to make way for 
grand new McMansions during this current red- 
hot real estate boom. But sometimes people 
jump the gun. 

An accidental jumping of the gun seems to 
have happened in Water Mill on February 11 
when an entire old house dramatically exploded 
in a great fireball on Old Country Road just 200 
feet north of Montauk Highway and 300 yards to 
the east of the Parrish Art Museum. 

The 2,164-square-foot house had been home 
to a Mrs. McKeever but was sold to a Manhattan 
man named Michael Borrico in December for a 
reported $1.1 million. He immediately applied 
for a permit for interior demolition and a one- 
story addition and patio enclosure. 

According to Town Supervisor Anna Throne- 
Holst, the demolition application was waiting 
to be approved by the Landmarks and Historic 
District Board so it could proceed to the 
Building Department for approval. Houses more 
than 75 years old need landmarks approval 
for any type of addition or demolition. This 
one was still being reviewed by the landmarks 
board when it blew up. 

Throne-Holst said two workers’ were 
apparently in the building preparing the house

for demolition for when the permissions would 
come through. After all, there’s a lot you can 


legally do without a permit to prepare a house. 


They ought to have waited, it seems to me. 
“The utilities had not turned the gas off,” she 
told Newsday. The workmen, Rolando Perez, 40 
and Abner Canel, 18, both of Riverhead, were 
found stunned and bloodied, sitting out on a 
snowbank by the roadside when the police 
rushed over after calls came from neighbors 
at 2:13 p.m. Ambulances were called, and the 
two men, accompanied by firemen, were able 
to walk to it, after which they were transported 
to a site where a helicopter could land to take 
them off to the emergency facilities at Stony 
Brook University Hospital. It seemed amazing 
that they had survived the explosion. 

According to a hospital spokeswoman, 
both men are now listed in “good” condition 
and on their way to being discharged. It was 
reported since that Perez was carrying trash 
to a dumpster when the house went up and 
Canel was down in the basement. Both were 
thrown away by the explosion. Windows in a 
condominium adjacent to the house blew in, 
people were evacuated, and others as far away 
as a mile thought there was an earthquake or a 
bomb that had gone off. 

The highway was closed for most of the 
rest of the day and parts of the house were 


still sitting up in a tree in the backyard of the 
property two days later. 

A wide variety of investigative teams are 
looking into how a house being prepared for 
demolition could have exploded like this. It 
seems obvious to many that a gas pipe was cut 
somehow, the gas accumulated and up it went 
when a spark touched it off. 

One of the teams investigating is from the 
New York State Public Service Commission. 
A spokesman for PSC, James Denn, said they 
wanted to know if “National Grid adhered 
to the PSC’s stringent regulations regarding 
the safe operation of the utility’s gas 
distribution system.” 

The PSC has zero tolerance for violations and 
can fine utilities up to $250,000 or 0.03% of its 
annual revenue for a violation. 

But perhaps the gas was not turned off 
because the demolition application had not 
been approved. The temperature was well 
below freezing at the time of the explosion. 
It’s against the law to turn OFF utilities without 
adequate notice in homes where people might 
be present and using them. 

In any case, the house is surely the 
fastest teardown in Hamptons history and, 
someday, when the smoke clears from all the 
investigations, a new handsome McMansion 
will likely appear on this site. @&

Bundle Up, HarborFrost 2015 Is Here!

t’s been an unbearably cold winter on the East 

End of Long Island, one that has brought record- 
breaking low temperatures, heavy snow falls and 
frigid winds. But amidst the trials of winter, one 
exciting event is returning this weekend that will 
make the entire season worth it: HarborFrost. 

It’s once again time to celebrate winter with the 
Sag Harbor Chamber of Commerce’s HarborFrost, 
a weekend-long winter festival that will make you 
want to bundle up and head outdoors from Friday, 
February 27 to Sunday, March 1. 

Five years ago, HarborFrost started as single day to 
motivate the Sag Harbor community to get outdoors 
in February. “The Chamber had all different events 
throughout the rest of the year,” says President of 
the Sag Harbor Chamber of Commerce, Lisa Field. 
“But there was nothing to do in the winter months. 
We went back and forth, talking about a winter event 
for two or three years, and finally the board said, 
‘Ok, we’re going for it. Let’s do this.’” And with that 
decision, HarborFrost, now one of the East End’s 
biggest winter celebrations, was born. 

The inaugural 2010 HarborFrost was much smaller 
than the HarborFrost we know today, but its success 
was nothing short of remarkable. “People do want 
to come out...people are looking to get out of. the 
house and celebrate winter,” says Field. Now the 
three events that comprised HarborFrost during 
its inaugural year—fire dancing, ice sculpting and 
fireworks—have become iconic headliners of the 


three-day long festival that 
exists today. 

Kicking off HarborFrost on 
Friday evening is the third 
annual Frost Ball, a cocktail 
party where attendees will 
have the chance to win 
raffle prizes as they enjoy 
an open bar and live music. 
This year also brings a new 
event to Friday evening, the 
Yankee Doodle Circus, a show 
for the entire family that is 
sponsored by the Pierson 
Teacher’s Association.

of HarborFrost’s activities and 

festival-goers will be busy for the entire day. Starting 
at noon is the first Ice Carving session, which Field 
says is one of the two activities that she’s looking 
forward to the most. “I find the talent that is involved 
in taking a block of ice and turning it into a piece of 
art amazing. And it’s different every year!” 

Field’s other favorite HarborFrost event, the Frosty 
Plunge, a chance for the bravest East Enders to 
take a dip into the chilly waters off of Windmill 
Beach, has been canceled this year due to unsafe 
water conditions. 

In addition to these ice-inspired events, Saturday 
brings live music sessions throughout the town, 
a culinary stroll through Sag Harbor to sample 
local restaurants, and special events from the 


town’s businesses, including 
a visit from Anna and Elsa of 
Frozen at the Sag Harbor 
Variety Store. 

Of course, Saturday evening 
includes HarborFrost’s famous 
fireworks display, which Field 
urges everyone to come see. 
“There is such a difference in 
the way that fireworks look 
against the winter sky,” she 
says. “The entire show is like a 
grand finale.” 

This year, two special 
Sevents wrap up Saturday 

night. Following the fireworks 

is a special spaghetti dinner at 
Old Whaler’s Church, a great dinner option for 
families with children. Then, end the night by getting 
warm indoors and having a laugh at the Bay Street 
Theater’s comedy show. Those who return for Sunday 
morning can attend a pancake breakfast in support 
of the Sag Harbor Firehouse and a hike through 
Mashashimuet Park. 

Don’t let the cold weather keep you away from 
HarberFrost. Fields says, “It’s worth coming out 
for. Yes, it’s chilly outside, but that’s not really a 
complaint you hear at HarborFrost. We’re all sick of 
the snow, but now we can celebrate winter!” ee.

It’s Not Too Cold to Dip into Laurel Lake!

ack in November, I took a trip out to the 
North Fork with some friends to go to Laurel 
Lake Vineyards. When we arrived at the pleasant 
vineyard—smaller than some of its neighbors, 
but infinitely friendlier—I was surprised to spot a 
familiar car in the parking lot. My suspicions were 
piqued when my mother and father came scurrying 
out of the building, waving to me as if running into 
them on the wine trail was an everyday occurrence. 
As it turns out, my parents had just purchased a wine 
club membership and a bottle of sparkling moscato 
for me as a holiday gift. 
Laurel Lake has always appealed to me more than 
a lot of the other stops on the North Fork, but it’s 
not just the good wine that keeps me coming back. 
Perhaps it’s the unique “culture” of the Long Island 
wine scene. Most “20-something” adults 
go to wineries every once in a while for 
parties or tours, but I have an appreciation 
for wine—white, specifically—and the 
younger people that work there share 
a knowledge and love for the product. 
Going to a winery/vineyard is a lot 
different than hitting up a local bar for 
beer and billiards. There’s nothing wrong 
with those things, of course; my friends 
and I are fans of bars, too. But wineries 
tend to be more relaxed, with a quieter 
atmosphere and low-key patrons who 


aren't just there to get drunk (most of Red or white? Yes! 


the time). With a friendly staff that remembers and 
recognizes us, we always feel welcome. 

It’s early in the year, but my membership has 
already been put to good use. Members get three 
complimentary tastings/glasses per visit, which is 
great when bringing friends and family. There are 
also various discounts and deals throughout the 
year, in addition to the eight bottles of wine that 
are released during private events seasonally. They 
recently held their winter wine release party, where 
members received their rosé and meritage. A blend of 
different reds, the meritage was strong and flavorful 
but easy on the palate. Owner and winemaker Juan 
Sepulveda gave tours of the facility to members and 
their guests, giving barrel tastings along the way. 
Sepulveda is very informative and approachable and 
makes sure he gets to know each and every member. 

As for their wines, | would recommend the 
chardonnay reserve from the white wine 
collection and the merlot from the reds. 
For fans of very sweet wines, try their 
golden harvest, which was made with 
grapes that were frozen on the vine. But 
my personal favorite is their sparkling 
moscato; its lush, fruity sweetness is 
perfect for after dinner, by itself or paired 
with cheeses and dessert. 

_< During the warmer months, it’s nice to 
| € sit outside on the deck that overlooks like 
s the grapevines. There’s usually a local 
8 band or musician performing, and when 

the deck gets crowded there’s a beautiful

grassy area to lounge around on, complete with an 
outside bar. North Fork businesses will often set up 
shop here, such as North Fork Chocolate Company, 
Crumb Delites and others. The staff is also really 
informative and the bartenders and sommeliers 
know a lot about the offerings. They’re happy to go 
into as much or as little detail as you like about each 
wine during tastings. 

It may be the dead of winter right now, but Laurel 
Lake Vineyards remains open and ready to warm you 
up with their delicious wines. Relax in the bright, 
atmospheric tasting room, try some wines and soak 
in the North Fork. Maybe you'll see my friends and 
me enjoying the fruits of wine club membership. #&

Colin Quinn Brings Honest Comedy to WHBPAC

f you went to Westhampton Beach in the summer 
of 1982, you may have seen Colin Quinn at 
Westhampton T-Shirts, working behind the counter. 
On February 28, you can catch Quinn across the 
street from the T-Shirt shop, at Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center, where he will perform an 


early draft of his next big one-man show, Colin Quinn: 


Once Upon a Time in New York. 
“He was a great worker and had a great sense of 
humor,” Westhampton T-shirts co-owner Jim Flood 
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recalls. “The sense of humor served 
him well.” 

That sense of humor led to him being 
scouted for MTV’s Remote Control, 
becoming a writer then cast member, 
and also the “Weekend Update” anchor 
on Saturday Night Live and the host of 
Tough Crowd on Comedy Central for two 
years before The Colbert Report took over 
the 11:30 time slot. 

In an interview last week, Quinn says 
Tough Crowd was too politically incorrect 
for the era—2002 to 2004—and thinks it 
wouldn’t stand a chance today. But Quinn 
prefers honesty in comedy over self- 
censorship for the sake of political correctness, and 
he has stuck to that principle for better or worse. 

Quinn is opinionated, but he goes after all 
sides. ’There are so many blind spots on the left and 
the right,” he says. "Both choose to go down their 
road and not really waver.” So he sticks it to everyone. 

Quinn is a Brooklyn native and he attended Stony 
Brook University, but did not graduate. “Stony Brook 
broke me,” he says. "In those days, Stony Brook was 
a good school, but it was a bit of a party school—it 
broke my spirit.” 

Quinn swore off drinking, but never went back to 
college. He excelled at stand-up comedy instead. 

In recent years, his work has evolved from straight 
stand-up into one-man shows. This began back in 
1998, with An Irish Wake on Broadway. He returned 
to the format in 2010 with Long Story Short, which his 
friend Jerry Seinfeld directed. 

“He comes in and starts barking out orders,” Quinn 
jests. More seriously, he says, "When Jerry directs 
things, suddenly everyone is interested in it.” 

Not only did Seinfeld raise the profile of Long Story 
Short, he also threw himself into it "for a shocking 
amount of time.” 

“In many ways, he’s OCD,” Quinn says. ”He helped 
me shave that script a lot by cutting a lot of fat.”

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How Radical Was Linda Coleman’s Descent?

It’s a clever title that 
Linda Coleman has given 
her memoir, Radical 
Descent (Pushcart Press), 
though she credits a friend 
for suggesting it. Subtitled 
“the cultivation of an 
american revolutionary” 
(lower case intended), the 
title plays on the similar 
sound of two words whose 
meaning ordinarily would not be linked—“descent” 
and “dissent.” As Coleman recounts her deepening 
involvement with an obscure Weather Underground- 
type guerilla cell centered in Portland, ME, she 
says she felt herself “descend” into a world that 
both attracted and frightened her. Her ambivalent 
feelings were determined as much by the sexual 
magnetism of the cell leader, Roland Morand, 
as by ideology. 

Though anyone can Google the names of Coleman’s 
cell members who were put on trial for sedition in 
1986, her decision not to reveal names in her memoir 
works because it imbues the real-life figures with 
fictional status, making them characters in a kind 
of morality tale. By recreating events and dialogue, 
Coleman looks to create distance to explore motive 
and behavior from memory, her friends’ and her 
own. As she says repeatedly, especially as events 
accelerate toward violence, she felt confused. She 
wanted to be a “sister,” but she also wanted out. 
The memoir thus is not so much a recounting of 
what happened to her it is as an attempt, years later, 
to understand why. It took her 15 years to arrive 
at her theme, which is that improving society is 


essential, but violence is not the way. 
She also acknowledges that she may 
have been writing out of unease at how 
she treated her privileged but caring 
parents, members of the very Long Island 
one percenters (“old money, descended 
from “robber baron millionaires”) her 
cell thought they should bring down. 
The book is dedicated to her mother and 
father. 

Coleman writes well and_ gives 
thanks to her mentor, the late Peter 


Matthiessen, who encouraged her to Author Linda Coleman 


write and also become a Zen monk. He 

called the finished product courageous and painfully 
honest. It’s easy to see why Bill Henderson, the 
prize-winning publisher of Pushcart Press, chose the 
book for Pushcart’s 2014 Editor’s Book Award and 
why it has gone into a second printing. It makes for 
nonstop reading even though the theme is finally 
not persuasive. If so-called idealistic ends do not 
justify violent means, what does the epigraph from 
John F. Kennedy mean by “Those who make peaceful 
revolution impossible will make violent revolution 
inevitable?” What is “peaceful-revolution” and who 
decides this? The era was seductively perilous, 
and many who embraced Marx, Mao or Che never 
recovered. FBI and KKK “death squads” may have 
been abroad in the land, but Coleman elected to 
fight fire with fire, or at least flirt with the idea of 
being “a revolutionary, a revolutionary woman” who 
might “give up everything to fight evil, to bring to 
reckoning the greatest evildoers in the world, to 
further the cause of peace and justice for all people.” 
Significantly, though the Weather Underground’s 
Bernadine Dohrn makes an appearance, Coleman’s 
guerilla cell seems to have been exclusively white. 


Coleman, now 61 and a resident of 
Springs, worked for many years as a 
nurse and a nurse practitioner and 
has been active as a leader of writing 
workshops for women in correctional 
institutions. She is particularly eager to 

_work with young people and hopes that 
= her memoir provides lessons. 
|S The reviewer in The East Hampton 
'=Star complained that the memoir is 
$too personal, not political enough. But 
# 8Coleman’s ambivalent involvement is 
its fascination, especially as she missed 
some telling points. After her affair with 
Roland, she notes that he went back to his “former 
girlfriend” who, it turned out, was pregnant and far 
enough along that she could feel the baby kick. 

One also senses that most of the young people 
Coleman would reach with her cautionary 
tale probably do not come from her blue-blood 
background and may not appreciate how she was 
able to avoid prosecution while others in her cell 
were sent to prison or fell into permanent despair. 
Coleman became a government witness in the sedition 
trial and had legal representation recommended by 
William Kunstler by way of her parents. She got off, 
even though she lent herself to buying guns for the 
group, driving a get-away car during a bank robbery 
and transporting explosives. 

An intelligent, well-read and perceptive young 
woman, she made her choices, though in hindsight 
she says she was “dumb” and “naive.” So, why 
would other young people feeling alienated in 
their home or social circumstances act differently? 
In any event, Radical Descent makes for an 
absorbing read about a heady time in American 
cultural history. @&

Muse quickly became one 
of Sag Harbor Village’s go-to 
eateries after Chef/Co-Owner 
Matthew Guiffrida moved the 
enterprise from Water Mill 
to its Sag Harbor site at 16 
Main Street in 2012. As Muse 
is located in the very heart 
of the village’s downtown,

™ much know the entire menu 


by heart. I invited my friend Gale to join me there 
for dinner recently. We’re. both happy to stick to the 
winter prix fixe menu, or “Economy Gastronomy,” 
as it’s called, but Chef Guiffrida heard that it was a 
special occasion and sent out an extra dessert—a 
very fine rice pudding topped with fresh fruit. We 
gleefully shared it. We’d eaten dinner first, of course. 

What else did we enjoy that evening? For Gale 
it began with the “Soup of the Moment,” which 
was Spinach Tomato with goat cheese, a cheesy, 
tomato-y delight. I heard the reluctance in her voice 
when she asked if I'd like a taste, so | demurred. She 
declared it “delish.” She didn’t want to share and | 
don’t blame her one bit. My guest then moved on 
to the Chicken Masala. She found this mélange of 
sun dried tomatoes and seared chicken medallions 
topped with wild mushroom ragout served with a 
Baby Arugula Chop Salad and Orzo Alfredo “lovely.” 
For dessert Gale went with Grandma G’s Zeppole,

which is “served just like Mary did, in a paper bag 
with love,” as it says in the menu. It comes with 
raspberry, vanilla and caramel sauces, which clearly 
pleased Gale immensely. She ended up taking a 
zeppole or two home in the bag. Did they make it all 
the way home to Bay Point? Doubt it. 

The Specialty Drinks Menu beckoned with its “Dark 


‘Harbor” of Sag Harbor Rum, muddled lime sage and 


St. Germaine with a ginger beer float and its “Sag 
Harbor Sunset-Tini” of strawberry lemonade, Three 
Olive Citrus Vodka and fresh mint with a sugared 
rim, plus they offer W6lffer Sparkling Dry Cider—but 
I'd been drinking champagne at work all afternoon 
(isn’t that “so Hamptons”!) so I stuck to water as my 
beverage of choice. 

I had my refreshing fave; the Muse Casa Salad of 
baby greens tossed in aged balsamic vinaigrette with 
pesto-tossed tomatoes and thinly sliced cucumbers, 
topped with shaved Pecorino Romano. This dish 
never fails to whet my appetite. | moved on to 
the Simply Grilled Salmon. So healthy. Served with 
whipped potatoes and grilled zucchini spears. 
Muse’s buttery potatoes stick to the ribs, even in 
freezing temperatures. So if you're visiting for Sag 
Harbor’s 5th annual HarborFrost you'll want to eat 
a lot of them. 

Speaking of HarborFrost, Muse again plays host to 
the annual Frost Ball on Friday, February 27 from 6 
to 9 p.m. The admission of $75 ($65 for Sag Harbor 
Chamber of Commerce members) gives you access 
to an open bar, hors d’oeuvres, dancing and a raffle. 

Montauk will have its own outpost of Muse this
